SEVERAL PERSONS ARE MISSING 


Wreckers, Frightened by High Wind, 
Withdraw 
Before 
Collapse— One 
Man Under Wreckage Nearly 
Had Leg Amputated. 


St. Louis, 
Mo., 
March 
TS.—Two 
hundred men toiled all night digging 
away the ruins of the Bt. Louis Seed 
company’s building in search for tho 
dead under the de.bris of one of the 
■wails of the Missouri Athletic club. 
At daybreak no sign of the body of 
the woman thought to be buried in 
the ruins had been discovered. 
Ijast night the bodies of three men 
killed 
in 
the 
collapse and twelve 
others, three of them women, seri­ 
ously injured, were removed from tho 
ruins. 
The dead thus far identified are: 
William Davidson, 35 years old, a 
laborer, who had been working on an 
upper floor. 
C. It. Oryder, n carpenter of East 
fit. Louis, 111., who was one of those 
repairing the building. 
At 0 o'clock the third body, that of 
an unidentified laborer, was taken 
from the ruins. 
At this hour the 
groans of a woman buried in the 
ruins ceased and it wag believed she 
had died. 
A few minutes before the collapse, 
Building 
Commissioner 
McKelvev, 
who was directing ITO men in the 
work of exploring the ruins of the 
Missouri Athletic club, 
feared 
tile 
wall would fall, as a strong w ind pre­ 
vailed, and ordered his men out of 
the debris. This action probably pre­ 
vented a heavy loss of life. 
The four-story building occupied by 
the seed company had weakened, ap­ 
parently, during tho burning of the 
Missouri Athletic club building, which 
adjoined it on the east, and when the 
mass of bricks crashed on the roof 
the walls gave way and all above the 
second floor crumbled. 
An aged man named Maloney, or 
Maroney, was found pinioned In the 
basement of 
the 
seed 
company's 
building. 
He was badly injured and 
to take him out alive it seemed neces­ 
sary to release him by amputating 
hie leg. 
Physicians had injected morphine 
into the pinioned leg and were about 
to apply the knife 
when 
workmen 
succeeded 
in 
moving 
the 
debris 
slightly, thereby releasing 
the 
in­ 
jured 
man. 
The 
amputation 
was 
averted and the man was taken to 
the city dispensary. 
In the seed company’s building at 
the time of the accident were ten or 
twelve customers, three women and 
five or six men office employes and 
a large number of workmen engaged 
in repairing the building. 
All the customers in tho building 
are believed to have escaped with 
slight or no Injuries. 
The names of 
most of them were not obtained. 
William Roebling, 
an 
office 
em­ 
ploye of the seed company, seized a 
third floor window sill as the walls 
crashed down and clung there by his 
fingers, shouting for help until fire­ 
men rescued him.

The thief went there because he was 
a sinner and Jesus because He was 
taking the sinners place, 
“lie hath 
poured out His soul unto death: and 
ne wag numbered with the transgres­ 
sors; and He bare the sin of many” 
(Isaiah 53:12). Of course it was the 
Bible hell they went to—the grave. Je­ 
sus could not have gone to heaven 
that day for He said several day's lat­ 
er, “I have not yet ascended to My 
Father” (John 20:17). The thief could 
not have gone to heaven for Jesus said 
regarding those who wfll finally go to 
heaven, “I go to prepare a place for 
you; anil if I go and prepare a place 
for you I will come again and receive 
you unto myself that where I ain there 
ye may be also” (John 14:2, S).

But now 
that she has been in this country for 
several years and has come to know 
the best type of Americans she says 
she would not live anywhere cise. 
That may be because she under­ 
stands us and our peculiarities bet­ 
ter in our natural environment; it 
may he because the 
hest 
type 
of 
Americans do not travel abroad. 
I 
prefer to believe—what is more like­ 
ly true—that the best type cf Ameri­ 
cans is inconspicuous 
abroad; 
and 
that those travelers who ar.* identi­ 
fied as Americans and who give for­ 
eigners their ideas of us are the loud­ 
mouthed, self-satisfied, vulgar Ameri­ 
cans who are able to travel because 
it is so easy to make money in this 
country and who believe that self- 
assertion 
is 
the 
best evidence of 
worth. 
The late Roland Reed had a play 
ii' which occurred at intervals the 
line: 
“I’m a gentleman and I don’t 
care who knows it!” That is the at­ 
titude of a certain conspicuous type 
of Traveling Americans. 
They think 
that the possession of enough money 
to make it possible for them to travel 
by big ships and stop at expensive 
hotels 
makes 
them 
“gentlemen.” 
Heaven help them! 
They 
do 
not 
know* the meaning of the term 
The warmth with which foreigners 
welcome the American with any man­ 
ners is the best evidence of the un­ 
attractiveness of his brother with the 
loud mouth and the United States 
flag in his button hole.
